Summer is winding down, and you 
have decided to get all of your junk to- 
gether, as well as a few valuables that 
have been collecting dust, and get rid 
of them. Instead of just throwing them 
Out, you should be able to make a few 
extra bucks and sell them at a garage 
sale or yard sale, right? 

WRONG! 

Not without a license in the City of 
Romulus, you won’t. There is an ordi- 
nance, for those of you who may not 
Know it, pertaining to that kind of sale. 
There are certain hours you can have 
them, a limit on the number of times in 
one calendar year (three, to be exact), 
and they can’t be longer than three 
days per sale. You also have to display 
your permit in a place where it can be 
seen by your customers and City offi- 
Cials. 

The “Garage Sale” ordinance is 
very lengthy, and should be read by 
you when you obtain your permit. Vio- 
lations of this ordinance call for fines 
of up to $500 and or 90 days in jail. 

We hope you have found the arti- 
cles on two of our many ordinances to 
be informative. If you feel you need 
more information on any existing ordi- 
nance, please call the City Clerk’s of- 
fice at 941-0666 during normal busi- 
ness hours. .

In my practice | frequently see ill- 
nesses, both mental and physical, 
which are aresult of stress. The man- 
agement of stress is one of the most 
difficult problems we face. Modern 
society is a very stressful environ- 
ment, and it is necessary to find a 
mechanism for coping with this stress. 

In the 1930s, Dale Carnegie devel- 
oped a very effective mechanism for 
dealing with stress. The system is 
much more effective than tranquil- 
izers, alcohol or illegal drugs. 

To utilize this system, you simply 
start by making a written list of all of 
your problems. Then list the worst 
thing that could happen in each of the 
problem areas. Decide that you can 
live with that result. Then decide what 
you can do to bring about the most ef- 
fective resolution of each problem. 


Write this down. Review this list each 
morning and afternoon, and plan out 
your day to accomplish as much as 
possible. 


The purpose of worry, stress or 
anxiety is to motivate you to solve 
your problems. If you have done every- 
thing you can to solve your problems, 
worry is useless. Worry increases 
when it is about something vague or 
undefined. Writing down a problem, 
its solution, and outcome makes it 
concrete and more manageable. 


Exercise also is an excellent mech- 
anism for dealing with stress. Exercise 
releases endomorphins into the blood 
stream. These released endomorphins 
are euphoric, making you feel better 
and less anxious. Exercise, therefore, 
is an effective way of relieving stress. 


It is wasteful to spend your time in 
nonproductive worrying. We all have 
limited time left to us, whether we are 
10 or 60 years old. It is essential that 
we get as much enjoyment from our 
time as possible. Worry or anxiety 
wastes the time we should be using to 
enjoy ourselves. The above mecha- 
nism of dealing with worry or anxiety 
allows us to maximize our accomplish- 
ments and minimize the time we 
waste worrying.

Walking Should Not 
Be A Pain

This month’s column is geared 
toward the seniors in our community. 

Do you find you just can’t seem to 
walk as far as you used to? Your calf 
cramps. Or your leg feels heavy. Your 
foot’s fatigued. Your hip’s tired. It 
could be the ‘stop and rest’ syndrome. 
Pain in the foot, hip or leg forces you 
to stop walking, to rest a few minutes 
before you can go alittle farther. Going 
up steps or trying to hurry only makes 
the pain worse. Many people don't 
realize this pain may be a symptom of 
a treatable circulatory disease. And it 
shouldn’t be considered a ‘natural’ 
part of growing older. 

Doctors call the ‘stop and rest’ 
syndrome intermittent claudication, 
meaning cramp-like pain and weak- 
ness in the legs that starts when you 
walk and subsides with a few minutes 
of rest. The pain and weariness occur

e Stop smoking.

On Sunday, August 2, at approxi- 
mately 8:30 a.m., the Speedway sta- 
tion at the corner of Wick and Wayne 
roads was held up once again, a situa- 
tion that has occurred with regularity 
of late. The cashier at the station was 
robbed at knife point by a black male, 
described as about 27 years old, 165 
pounds, and 59” tall.

He 
was followed by acitizen who lost him 
at Wick and Gabriel. Tracking dogs 
were brought in, but lost the scent in 
the same area that the citizen lost 
him. The knife the thief had was ap- 
proximately six inches long. Informa- 
tion about the holdup should be direct- 
ed to the Romulus Detective Bureau 
at 941-8400. 

The second holdup victim was 
also a fairly regular occurrence at the

After receiv- 
ing the money, he left on foot, heading 
east. There were no shots fired. 

On Tuesday morning, August 4, 
there was a complaint filed by a 
woman who said she had been sexu-

ally assaulted. The lady was from the 
Downriver Area. She was interviewed 
by officers from our department, who 
then went to the residence and arrest- 
ed the two individuals who were in- 
volved in the assault. The individuals 
arrested were Michael Wayne Collins, 
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30 years old, a Romulus resident, and 
Dennis Ray Tomblin, 34, also of Rom- 
ulus. The Wayne County Prosecutors’ 
office authorized warrants charging 
both men with Sexual Assault. Bond 
was set at $30,000 each, and both are 
presently awaiting arraignment in the 
Wayne County Jail.

Casino Gambling in Romulus... 
Don’t Bet on It 
by Barry Bauman 


News recently coming from 
Detroit relates the Detroit City Coun- 
cil in opposition to casino gambling. 
And, too, Mayor Young firmly believes 
that such an enterprise will help his 
city economically in a time when 
words such as ‘recession’ and ‘de- 
pression’ are beginning to be spoken, 
although yet in whispers. 

At hand is a Senate Bill, introduced 
by State Senator Jackie Vaughn III, of 
Detroit, which would create a ‘Casino 


Gambling Act’ to regulate casino gam- 


bling in the State and mandate other 
provisions. The bill, SB 88, is currently 
in the Committee on Regulatory Af- 
fairs, which is chaired by Senator 
Gilbert DiNello. | 

About eight weeks ago, the Romu- 
lus City Council emphatically voted in 
opposition to this bill, and passed a 
resolution stating such, after the 
Mayor (Beverly McAnally) strongly 
urged such action. | asked the Mayor 
at the time of discussion if many of 
our hotel chains here in Romulus, 
which is home to Metro Airport, an in- 
ternational focal point for travel, were 
locating here with envisions of casino 
gambling coming to town at some 
point. She told Council, in response, 
that none were, and, further, there had 
been no discussions relative to this 
subject. 

As local officials, we must weigh 
the positive and negative points when 
making a decision of such magnitude. 
But, when we talk about casino gam- 
bling, studies and reviews done on a 
recent venture — Atlantic City —_are 
not so kind. What was supposed to be 
a big boost for the city and the sur- 
rounding localities has not provided 
any benefits, and, if anything, has cre- 
ated more blight. The promise of eco- 
nomic viability, more jobs, and eradi- 
cation of blight just has not come. But 
what concerns Romulus officials is 
what is sure to come with such an en- 
terprise — crime. 

Senator Jackie Vaughn does not 
give the bill much chance of passing 
the legislature this year, or anytime 
soon. But he believes he is doing right 
for the City of Detroit. One of the provi- 
sions in the bill would send 50% of 
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the revenue collected for licenses to 
the city in which the casino Is located, 
10% to the county, and the remaining 
40% to the state. At present, the bill, 
as introduced, would not allow gam- 
bling in cities of less than 750,000 in 
population. However, a bill amend- 
ment was introduced last term that 
would allow communities with an ‘“‘in- 
ternational airport’ to have casino 
gambling. 

While the discussion is still ongo- 
ing, it will definitely not end soon. One 
way or another, | foresee, at some 
point in time, an initiative to put the 
question on the ballot to let the peo- 
ple of the state decide the issue. Sen- 
ator Vaughn has given Mayor Young 
of Detroit a vehicle to drive home his 
point of economic benefit for his city, 
and, until the issue is decided, the de- 
bates go on. But in Romulus, don’t bet 
On casino gambling coming too soon!

For some reason, Gina left the 
store in Southgate and began looking 
for another site. | asked her why she 


picked Romulus and she said,‘‘l ask- -

business. off.the ground, They. were. . 
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brand-new people in town and did no 
advertising to speak of, so you cer- 
tainly might feel like there is no way 
under the sun they could make it. But 
here is an interesting story. 

‘We prayed a lot!’ Said Gina. 
“The night before we opened, we had 
church out here. We had the pastor 
come and we had like a camp meet- 
ing. We dedicated the business to the 
Lord. We just prayed that the Lord 
would help us, and we had people 
literally calling to order before we 
opened.” 

The day they were supposed to 
open, Johnny put in a fryer that they 
had bought used. Johnny filled it with 
grease, and, before they knew it, the 
grease was all over the floor — another 
block to step over. They didn’t have any 
other money, and had already spent 
all they had or could borrow. They man- 
aged to borrow more money to buy an- 
other fryer, and finally opened. “‘I think 
we had about $150 in the credit union, 
and | went down and cancelled that 
Out. It was bad, it was really bad!” 
said Johnny. 

Well, the rest is history as far as 
the Pizza Barn is concerned. They are 
very successful, they have great em- 
ployees, their pizza is absolutely deli- 
cious, and their subs are totally differ- 
ent. In fact, | personally do not like 
submarine sandwiches, but | love 
theirs.

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HEAR THE WHISTLE? 
WATCH THE WEATHER 


Sirens are blowing! What does that 
mean? Turn on your radio or TV — your 
government wants to talk to you! This 
was the original meaning of the sirens. 

Currently, Romulus uses Its sirens 
for two reasons: to test them on the 
first Saturday of every month at 1 p.m., 
and as a tornado warning. 

What is the difference between a 
Tornado Watch and a Tornado Warn- 
ing? A Tornado Watch means that 
weather conditions are right for the 
possibility of a tornado to occur. This 
can last from two to six hours. Watches 
give you time to plan and prepare. Per- 
sons in or near a Watch should place 
small objects (Such as garbage cans, 
bicycles, folding lawn chairs, etc.) in- 
side of some shelter, since they can 
become deadly missiles. Make sure 
the entire family is informed and that 
they know what to do if a tornado is 
sighted, and keep your children under 
close supervision. Also, keep an eye 
on the sky and listen to your radio or 
turn on the TV to monitor conditions 
for possible Tornado Warnings. 

A Tornado Warning means that a 
severe thunderstorm or tornado has 
been spotted in the area or in nearby 
counties. The temperature will usually 
be hot with a sudden drop to cold. It 
can change from hot to cold to hot. 

There are usually accompanying se- 
vere winds and thunderstorms. The 
National Weather Bureau will be mon: 
itoring conditions. The Dispatch Cen: 
ters of the Romulus Police and Fire 
departments have a radio monito! 
tuned to the National Weather Service 
to keep track of the threatening con: 
ditions. Upon_ notification from the 
National Weather Bureau or from ¢e 
trained Tornado Spotter, the sirens 
will be sounded. 





At this time, it is advisable for you 
to turn on your radio to WJR, 760 AM, 
or turn on your television. Both the 
radio and the television stations have 
the capabilities of informing the pub- 
lic as to what areas are under watches 
or warnings. If the skies look threaten- 
ing, take shelter and use a portable 
radio to keep track of the storm devel- 
opments. 

Shelters that are recommended in 
the home are the basement or lower 
level of the home in an inside room, 
bathroom, or closet. _ 

If you are driving your car and spot 
a tornado, get out of the vehicle and 
go into aditch or ravine away from the 
vehicle. Don’t try to outrun a tornado. 
It is impossible. 

If you are at work or school, move 
into the interior hallways or small 
rooms on the lowest floor. Avoid areas 
near glass. :

DROP-OUTS 


Romulus Community Education 
was chosen for funding by the Down- 
river Community Conference to pro- 
vide job training and placement to 
people 18 years of age and older who 
have dropped out of school, reside 
within one of the Downriver com- 
munities, and meet federal income 
guidelines. 


The Direct Care Worker/Nurse 


Assistant training program is certifi- 
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cate training program designed to 
prepare individuals for employment in 
group homes, nursing homes, home- 
maker/health care services, hospitals 
and other long-term health care facili- 
ties. Students who complete this in- 
tensive training program will be re- 
sponsible for providing residential- 
care treatment. 


“We feel that our training program 
will offer an exciting and challenging 
career for the individual interested in 
providing for the health, safety, and 
comfort of the developmentally dis- 
abled,’ says Ed Clark, Project Coor- 
dinator. 


The 17-week, 340-hour training is 
demanding. Admission to the program 
is competitive. Not all applicants who 
apply will be admitted due to the limit- 
ed slots available. Students who are 
accepted will be enrolled in the Direct 
Care Worker/ Nurse Assistant training 
component, G.E.D.-preparation class 
and employability-skills class. 


Students who complete the train- 

ing will receive: 

¢ acertificate of training from the 
Department of Mental Health as a 
Direct Care Worker.

Workers with disabilities are worth 
their hire when they are hired based 
on ability. Unfounded myths and mis- 
understandings are often the biggest 
obstacle faced by the qualified handi- 
Capped job seeker. Some of these are: 
handicapped persons cannot perform 
as well aS non-handicapped persons; 
safety records will be jeopardized; 
considerable expense will be involved 
in making necessary adjustments in 
the work area; and insurance rates 
will go up. 

A U.S. Government survey of more 
than 100 large corporations, conducted 
a number of years ago, showed handi- 
Capped employees to be good work- 
ers. The results: 

In assessing productivity, 66% of 
the employers reported no difference 
between handicapped and able-bodied 
workers; 24% rated the handicappers 
higher in productivity. 

Accident rates were reported lower 
for the handicapped workers by 57% 
of the employers, with 41% reporting 
the same accident rate for both handi- 
capped and able-bodied workers. 

Absenteeism, also, was lower for 
the handicapped workers according 
to 55% of the reports; 40 percent of 
the employers found no difference in 
absence rates between the handi- 
Capped and able-bodied workers. 

Turnover rates were reported lower 
for the handicapped workers in 83% 
of the cases, with 16% of the employ- 
ers reporting turnover the same for 
both handicappers and able-bodied 
persons.

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ORDINANCE 


YOU'D BETTER KNOW 


Did you know that Romulus has 
very specific ordinances pertaining to 
parents’ responsibility for keeping 
their children off the streets at certain 
hours, and making sure they stay out 
of trouble? If you didn’t know that, you 
really should read a little further. 

In Chapter X, Article 8, Section 3.1, 

it states: 

“It shall be unlawful for the parent 
of any minor to fail or neglect to exer- 
cise reasonable parental control over 
a minor which neglect or failure results 

in the minor committing any criminal 
act or becoming delinquent in accord- 
ance with the probate code as it per- 
tains to juveniles; and it shall further 
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be unlawful for any parent to allow, 
aid, abet or encourage any minor to 
commit any criminal act or become 
delinquent in accordance with the 
probate code as it pertains to juve- 
niles. Neglect or failure of a parent to 
exercise reasonable control shall in- 
clude, but not necessarily be limited to 
the following acts or omissions: .. .’ 


In short, what the ordinance con- 
tinues to say, is that you may not leave 
your child without proper supervision 
while you are gone, or (Knowingly) let 
your child: violate any curfew law; as- 
sociate with known criminals; keep 
stolen property; be absent from school 


without cause; have access to alco- 


holic beverages or narcotics; operate 
a motor vehicle without a license, or, 
if he has a license; operate a vehicle 
in areckless manner; loiter around va- 
cant buildings; gamble, or associate 
with known gamblers; destroy the 
property of others; or commit any act 
with a firearm, knife, explosive or other 
instrument that would endanger the 
health, safety or welfare of any person. 

Section 3.2 states, “It shall be pre- 
sumed that a parent had knowledge 
of any of the above acts of a minor if 
the act was committed during the 
hours of curfew when the minor was 
required: to be at-his residence and 
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WHERE YOUR KIDS ARE 


under the care, custody and control of 
the parent.” 

This ordinance is quite lengthy, 
and it has several penalties for par- 
ents who violate this ordinance, in- 
cluding fines and jail sentences. 

The City Clerk has this ordinance 
on file for your inspection at any time 
during normal business hours. It is 
Chapter X, Article 8. 

You also may want to pick up a 
copy of the actual ordinances pertain- 
ing to your child being off the streets 
during certain hours, and the conse- 
quences arising from disregarding 
these ordinances. They are Chapter X, 
Article 9, and Chapter X, Article 9.1.

Amusement Park 
Slated for Romulus 


Romulus is slated fora new amuse- 
ment park, according to areport inthe 
Crain’s Detroit Business publication 
dated July 20, 1987. 

If it does happen as planned, it 
should bring about 7.5 million taxable 
dollars into Romulus. 

Project construction is slated to 
begin in December of this year, and be 
completed by November 1988. 

David Gamlin, the Chief Executive 
Officer (CEO) of Alpha One, Inc., said 
the company is in the final stages of 
negotiations with the city of Romulus, 
where the 140,000-square-foot domed 
building will be constructed. The ten- 
tative location of the site is at Middle- 
belt and Eureka. 

The dome will be seven stories 
high and house 20 attractions, includ- 
ing two miniature golf courses, go- 
carts, and rides that use compressed 
air. The capacity of the dome is ex- 
pected to be 4,000 people, with an es- 
timated range of 1.5 to 2.5 million visi- 
tors annually.

First, let me re-emphasize that 
getting a bona fide, written appraisal 
on all antiques and collectibles before 
you buy or sell is an absolute must, 
otherwise you will be moaning about 
your losses instead of enjoying your 
treasures and the profits that collect- 
ing antiques can accrue. 

Second, remember my steadfast 
advice about choosing an appraiser 
— antique galleries for major antiques, 
art, and jewelry; and antique shops or 
resale shops that specialize in an- 
tiques, etc., for minor antiques and 
collectibles. Also, make sure the shop 
Stands behind its written apraisals or 
don’t deal with it. . 

Another option for your appraisal 
may be going to an antique show, auc- 
tion, flea market or yard sale..That’s 
fine, but if you believe you can get the 
exact appraisal you need from all of 
these places, you are wrong. You can 
be mislead or misinformed more often 
than not if you choose this route. 

If you do travel this route, antique 
Shows are your best bet in finding an 
appraiser that might be able to assist 
you and/or answer your questions, 


and, as an additional plus, one can 
spend hours looking, listening, and 
silently learning while there. 

Most dealers at antique shows ad- 
vertise if they do appraisals. The prob- 
lem is trying to find the appraiser 
whose main objective for being there 
is to do appraisals independent of 
buying or selling. 

All dealers at antique shows are 
willing to give you a short ‘cursory ap- 
praisal’ on the value of what you’re in- 
quiring about, especially if you take 
the time to listen to their I-o-n-g ex- 
planation about the value of what they 
are selling, and reasons why they 
can’t pay you the same for what you 
ask about. 

My advice is — if you have Tiffany, 
Dolls, Haviland, Cast lron Banks, etc., 
search out the appraiser/dealer that 
specializes only in those items. You'll 
be smart to draw on their expertise in 
those particular areas and pay them 
an appraisal fee if one is required. 
Other than that, you are on your own. 

Here’s a tip worth remembering 
when in need of an appraisal —

30 mph or less. Mopeds are governed 
by the State of Michigan Motor Vehicle 
Code. Here are some of the laws that 
apply to mopeds. 

A license is required to operate a 
moped (you must be 15 years of age 
and have a special moped license or 


valid operator’s or chauffer’s license). 
’ The license must be carried with you. 


A helmet is required for all drivers 
under the age of 19. 

No passengers may be carriedona 
moped — it is for the driver's use only. 

Your moped must be registered 
with the Michigan Secretary of State 
prior to use on the roadway, the regis- 
tration sticker must be affixed to the 
rear fender, and the registration must 
be carried with you. 

Mopeds are not allowed on the 
sidewalk or on bike paths, and must 
be driven as near to the right side of 
the roadway as practical. Mopeds 
must never be driven more than two 
abreast.
